‘The third edition of two thousand, was issued by Amos Fielding and Hiram Clarke, in 


1843; the fourth, of three thousand; by Reuben Hedlock and Thomas Ward, in 1845; 


the fifth, of two thousand, by Orson and F. D. Richards, in 1847; the sixth, 
of two thousand, dy Orson Spencer, in 1848; the seventh, of four thousand; by 
Orson Pratt, in 1848; the eight, of ten thousand, ‘the 
ninth, of twenty-five thousand is now offered. 


When the former collection was compiled, the Church was in its infancy, and aia |
